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As directed by SAC JOHN J. MC DERMOTT on Friday, eit 
6, 1973, at approximately 3:15 p.m., SA JOHN M. MC SHANE, III, 
Washington Field Office (WFO), accompanted by SA WILBUR G. 
STEVENS, Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) Laboratory, went 
to meet SA DANIEL C. MAHAN at the Democratic National Committee 
Headquarters (DNCH), Watergate Office Building, 2600 Virginia 
Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. (WDC), and there to examine a 
telephone instrument in which JAMES MC CORD reportedly said he 
had installed an electronic listening device. Upon arriving, 
SAs MC SHANE and STEVENS were introduced by SA MAHAN to the 
person then in charge of the DNCH, Mrs. MARY LOU BURG, who cleared 
the pertinent office space of its personnel and remained with 
the agents as MC SHANE and STEVENS examined the particular tele- 
phone instrument in question, and subsequently, every other 
telephone in that room. These examinations disclosed no foreign 
objects in those telephones. At this point the question of 
possible changes in telephone instruments arose and Mrs. MARY 
LOU BURG said that the Telephone Company representative who 
handles all service for the DNCH at the Watergate is one JOHN 
EVERETT, and that she could give SA MAHAN his number. 


At this point SA MC SHANE called Mr. EARL CONNOR, 
Supervisor, Security Office, Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone 
Company, WDC, who advised that many telephone instrument changes 
had been made in the DNCH since the notorious June 17, 1972, 
break-in there, but there was probably no way to trace these 
chanres. Mr. CONNOR noted that any such record of change orders, 
if made at all, would ordinarily be destroyed within a period 
of about two months - three months at most. 


Mr. CONNOR said he knew personally that instruments 
were being changed in the areas adjoining and around Mr. OLIVER's 
(Mr. OLIVER of the DNCH) on September 13, 1972, when CONNOR 
was there. CONNOR suggested the best and perhaps the only hope 
of tracing any equipment changes in the DNCH would be in the 
memories of the installers who have done most of the telephone 
work there, Mr. LARRY CAPONE, and Mr. JIMMY HILTON. 


Upon furnishing the above information to SAC MC DERMOTT, 
he ‘instructed that every telephone instrument in the DNCH be .: 
examined. Since Mrs. BURG had conjectured there were 50-some © 
oo installed at that time in the DNCH, it was decided . 
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to solicit more help in examining them. Mrs. BURG was asked‘ for .-- 
a blueprint of the DNCH space upon which the location of each 
telephone could be mapped by SA STEVENS. Meanwhile, SA MC SHANE 
picked up SAs JAMES B. REAMES, JOSEPH B. PARSONS, and JERRY H. 
BREIDENFELD, all of the FBI Laboratory, returning them to the 
DNCH. SAs PARSONS and MC SHANE then made a Radio Frequency 

(RF) (to detect any microphones of the type found in Mr. OLIVER's 
telephone on September 13, 1972) sweep of every line in every 
telephone instrument then present in the DNCH Space. In addition, 
SAS REAMES, STEVENS, and BREIDENFELD opened and inspected all of 
these same telephone instruments, numbering approximately 77 


instruments, all with negative results. 


It is noted that Mr. CUNNINGHAM of the DNCH staff 
remained in the headquarters space with the agents during the 
above-described operation, and unlocked any locked offices to 
enable the agents to check every telephone instrument there at 
that time. Mr. CUNNINGHAM re-locked these offices and saw the 
A awe mney mf bb ham Lint amen FAR RAM AAR Tat ft Anwn AFT +r anata FA TAK RK ANS 
Q@FeCeNUS OUL OL LITE WALEED EAL UPOll CUMNIPSsOULYUI UL YMEAL LOLS PVC 
inspection. 


On Monday, April 9, 1973, Mr. LARRY CAPONE and Mr. 
JIMMY HILTON, Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company Installers 
who handle telephone service at the DNCH were interviewed by 
SA JOHN M. MC SHANE, III, at Room 514, 600 New Hampshire Avenue, 
N.W., WDC. Mr. CAPONE said that he and a fellow installer, Mr. 
JOIN WILLIAMS, together with several Telephone Security men, hada 
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the date on which a device was discovered in the telephone of 

Mr. OLIVER of the DNCH, and that nothing else was found. Mr. 
CAPONE and Mr. HILTON confirmed there have been many, many changes 
of telephone instruments since that time. 


Concerning the specific office wherein Mr. MC CORD 
reportedly planted a device in a telephone, both CAPONE and 
HILTON recalled that to the best of their knowledge and recollection 
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the time of the famous break-in and arrests on June 17, 1972. 
Mr. HILTON said he believes that every telephone instrument in 
the DNCH had been changed except for the Treasurer's Office. 


Concerning the telephones which had been removed from 
the DNCH, Messrs. CAPONE and HILTON agreed that to the best of 
their knowledge and recollection all of these instruments had 
pone over to the Western Electric servicing facility in Arlington, 
Virginia. 


On April 9, 1973, Mr. EARL CONNOR, Supervisor, Security 
Office, Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company, told SA MC SHANE 
that he had confirmed the following: That every telephone in- 
strument sent to Western Electric in Arlington is opened and 
examined and any foregin objects are removed before delivery of 
the instrument to another subscriber; That to date the Western 
Electric people have not reported the discovery of anything 
resembling the device uncovered on September 13, 1972, at the 
DNCH, Watergate. 


Mr. CONNOR stated that as a result of instant inquiry 
he has now instituted a procedure whereby he will be notified 
should any such device be uncovered by the Western Electric 
servicing shops in Arlington, Virginia, or in WDC, and that he 
will in turn notify the WFO, FBI, immediately.

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Per MC CORD's inatructions, the Agents were 
directed to Poolesville, Maryland. After passing throurh 
Poolesville, we traveled to the intersection of Darnestown 
Road and Flmer'ts School Road. We turned left onto FElmer's 
School Road until we reached Davies Farm. We were directed 
to turn onto the approach road of Davies’ Farm and proceed 
about forty yards. MC CORD then asked to ston and advised 
that in the area north of the road, he had hidden in the 
heavy brush, some of the electronics eauipment. He 
indicated there mirht be one briefcase and nurercus 
eavesdropping devices. 


After a search of about thirty minutes, SA LANO 
uncovered a briefcase, reddish brown in color. After removing 
the heavy foilare from around the cease, there came into view 
numerous other pieces of electronic equipment. MC CORD 
readily acknowledged that this was part of the items he 
concealed. However, he indicated that also in the area were 
two small boxes indicating they were eahout six inches by 
four inches by four inches in size. He indicated that they 
contained several "bugmringe’ devices and panel toards. After 
MC CORD photoprapnhed the above recovered items the search 
for the other cartons continued. 


The weather at the time was adverse. Heavy snow 
was rapidly falling and covering the gfround ma:ing the search 
more difficult. The search was terminated due to the bad 
Keather. 


NC CORD then directed that we drive toward Germantown, 
Maryland. SA MUOLLO returned to Darnestown Yoad and proceeded 
toward Germantown. At the intersection of Route 28 and Route 
118, SA MUOLLO turned onto Route 118. About four miles from 
the intersection MC CORD recognizea the area where he felt 
he had hidden additional gear. 


Before beginning a search, “MC CORD indicated that 
in this area he had hidden two briefcases which had built into 
them two Uher tepe recorders. In addition, he indicated there 
may be other electronics materiay. He readily acmitted that 
in this location he did not make tro creat an effort to concerl 


the items. 
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It was ovvious as the search bepan that someone or 
several people had been in the area. There vias also evidence 
that possibly State maintenance crews or possibly park crew 
personnel had been in the area since there were several trees 
cut and trimmed in the area where MC CORD claimed to have 
hidden the equipment. 


After searching for about four minutes, MC CORD 
uncovered in some heavy foillare numerous items of electronics 
pear, most af which were tools, batteries and a saw. There 
were several other items which will be listed on tne inventory 
to follow. It was concluded that the valuable items, that 
is the tape recorders, were possibly picked up by someone 
walking through the area. Again, due to the heavy snow in the . 
area, the search wes called off. 


MC CORD then @Airected that we continue on out Route 
118 toward Interstate 70 S. At the intersection of Clopper 
and Maryland, Route 118, MC CORD asked to stop. He then 
stated that along a five mile stretch of roac from this 
jntereection back toward Route 79 8S, he had thrown into thre 
farm field two (2) Handiec Talkies, Model 2208S, worth about 
$1,000.00 each. He indiczted that he vossibliv rurchased 
these items from t17CHARL SSEVStS in vnicaro, Tiiineis. He 
indicated that he rmikht possibly de able to receil the location 
wlicre he dropped the diems but it would take sometime te go 
over the area. 


MC CORD then directed that we return to the intersection 

of Route 25 and 70 S. At this location, we turned West about 

two hundred yards on Route 28, until we reached Research 
Boulevard. Turning onto Research Boulevard, MC CORD indicated 
there were four storm drains on this short street in which he 
deposited several interceptine devices in each. No check was 

made of these drains. MC CORD indicated that the items were

PCKTER weuld enlist the aid 
of KENNETH RIETZ and ROGER STONE, both employed by the CRP, 
to use their contacts with young Republicans to supply the

During the dinner 
MAGRUDER left the room and several minutes came back and stated 
he had just received a phone call from GORDON LIDDY who wanted 
MAGRUDER to call him back on a “'safe'' phone. MACRUDER decided 
to call LIDDY back on a pay phone and was gone several minutes.

"Boss we have a serious public relations problem". MAGRUDER 
then sat down with MITCHELL; FRED LARUE and ROBERT MARDIAN and 
as PORTER was not at the same table did not hear what was 
discussed.

“Mr. BELL advised that prior to June l, 1971, 
he was on Senator BRCCK's staff in Washington, D. C., 
and beginning on June 1, 1971, he was appointed Deputy 
Director ‘of the Young Voters for the President (YVP) and 
remained in that position until November 15, 1972. He 
stated the Director of this organization was KEN RIETZ, 
vho w2s there during the approximate sane period of time. 
Mr. BOLL advised thet the office for the YYP was first 
located at 1701 Pennsylvania Avenue, N. W., Washington, 
D. C., and after a short period of time was moved to 17350 
Pennsylvania fivenue, N. W., Washington, D. C. Ee stated 
when they first started operation, they had a small staff 
but by the end of their services they had a full-time staff 
of Gpproximately 40 to 50 peopie with a large nunber of 
these being volunteers. He stated the purpose of the 
YVP was to capture the youth vote which was classified as 
voters between the are of 18 and 20. He stated that his 
prinsry purpose was to involve young people in the Presiden- 
tial campaign and that in this counection he had approxi-= 
mately 500,000 volunteers. 


Mr. BELL advised that during this period of tine 
he was part owner of @ printing firm known as Capitol 
Gréphics,—ine., located in the J. C. Bradford “Building, 
Fourth and charcn Street, Nashvilie, Tennessee. He stated 
the President of this business was JOHN STAMPS, who resides 
at 213 Yaughns Gap Road, Kashvilic, “Tennessee, and who has 
offices in the Sloan Buiiding with him and who is associated 
with him in their land developme.t business. He stated the 
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Capitol Graphics, Inc., business is no longer in existence 
and that they ceased the operation sometime in September 

or October of 1972 when they sold the equipment. He 

stated in their operation of this business they lost money 
and it was liquidated. He advised the business was operated 
mostly by JOHN STAMPS and that any records of the business

Mc. BELL advised that one of the individuals who

Mr. BELL stated that he made @ bid to print the 
stationery for the Committee to Re-Elect the President, but 
his bid was unsuccessful. Mr. BELL advised that during the 
pre-primary period PORTER care to him and asked him to do a 
printing job for him and stated he would furnish hin & copy 
of a desired matter to be printed at a later date. He advised 
that PORTER instructed him to personally take the copy to 
Nashville, Tennessee, and personally supervise its printing 
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was furnished and all layouts and plates used in the printing. 
He stated he did thereafter bring the copy to Nashville, 
Tennessee, and that he personally took it to the printer and 
instructed MICKEY WILLIAMS, who was at that time employed 

by them as a printer, to print the item and return it to 

him, BELL stated that 500 copies of the item were printed 

and returned to him and that he personally flew to Washington, 
D. C., and turned these over to PORTER. He stated the package 
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long, 20 inches wide, and 20 inches deep and contained the 
printed material as well as the copy and any layout or plate 
which was utilized in the printing of same. Mr. BELL advised 
that he did not remember the title of this pamphlet or the 
content of samo but that he belicved that it was blue in 
color and was done in what they cull a letter fold, which 

is a shoet of piner 84 inches by 11 inches which is folded 
three times, ThisS pamphlet contained a picture of ED MUSKIE 
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Mr. BELL advised that he docs not recall the 
name or content of this pamphlet and that he does not 
know whether or not this was a pamphlet entitled "Why a 
Liberal Should Vote for McGovern." He stated that he 
did think that the pamphlet had to do with a candidate 
in the Democratic primary. 


Mr. BELL stated that he considered the 
commissioning and arrangements regarding this printing 
unusual but that it was done by & person he considered 
his superior and he followed instructions and &sked no 
questions. 


‘Mr. BELL stated that he later received a second 
order from PORTER, which was handed to him in the same 
fashion but without the Secrecy and with no instructions 
that he personally supervise the printing of sfame. He 
stated he sent this order to his printing company in 
Nashville and that it was printed and subsequently returned 
via some tyre ef commercial ehinrent te PORTER. Hr. BELL 
stated he is under the impression that this second order 
was an order for stationery and did not relate to any type 
of pamphlet. He stated in both instances Mr. PORTER paid 


_bim in cash. 


Mr. BELL stated at a later date Mr. PORTER re- 
quested &@ bill marked “paid" in regard to the two printing 
trensactions in order that sone record might be kept for 
money expended. Hr. BELL stated he passed this request on 
to his company in Nashville and assumes that they sent 
PORTER @ bill marked "Paid." 


Mr. BELL advised that the YVP utilized many 
pamphlets, posters, and much printed material which were 
Supplied to him by the Committee for the Re-Election of 4 
the President. He stated he did not at any time have 
anything to do with any printing of pamphlets or other 
material other than in those two instances described above, 
Mc stated that the material used in the campaign was 
varied but he specifically recal.c that they bad four 
posters which depicted the President in four different 
areas of Accomplishment, one of these being in regard 
to the President's trip to China, another relating to his 
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accomplishments during his first administration, and 

there were two others which he could not specifically 
recall. He stated he also recalls that there were numerous 
pamphlets which they used, and he recalls one dealing with 
the war in Victnam, &nother dealing with the draft, a third 
dealing with ecology, and a fourth dealing with vocational 
education, Hr. BELL stated that this was merely @ small 
portion of the printed material utilized but this was the 
best he could remember and stated that he presently has no 
material which was utilized during the campaign. 


Hr. BELL advised that his day-to-day function 
upon assuming the position of Deputy Director of the YVP 
was bSsically research. He stated he conducted extensive 
research during the first part of his tenure in this job 
in an effort to determine the ten major counties in &a 
number of critical states where the youth vote would be 
substantial. He stated starting in January of 1972 he 
traveled extensively and met amappointed State Chairmen 
in the organization and people on the staff. He stated 
another major function during his tenure in this office 
was preparing the program for the young voters at the 
convention. He stated following the convention, his time 
was consumed with maintaining contact with the various 
State Chairmen and other people engaged in the campaign 
in the YVP organization. 


Mr. BELL pointed out that during this period of 
time his activities related almost solely to the YVP and 
that his activities were Such that he did not ask many 
questions about other activities in the Party and he felt 
like he was furnished information on an almost need-~to-know 
basis. ke stated that during this period of time he saw 
no activities which he conSidered unethical or illegal + 
in his oxganization or any other organization involving 
the re-clection of the President. He pointed out that his 
whole ovjective in the campaign was to convince the youth 
of the tountry that political activity was clean, decent, 
honorable, and above-board and that hnd he observed &ny 
activity which would have indicated otherwise, he would not 
have been able to continue in his position. :

SALLY confided 
in CHERN claining that she always felt CHERN knew more about 
the activity going on at 1701, then she let on to believe. 


About one month ago, CHERN received a telephone call =- 
from MAGRUDIDR who informed her that she would be called before 
the Senate Committee to testify. CHERN called PAUL O'BRIEN, 
one of the committee attorneys, and after a brief conversation 
she conclised that O'BRIEN was being very nonchalient about 
her proposed testimony when she informed O'BRIEN that she 
knew about the "reports" because she had the responsibility 
of makine conies of them for MAGRIPDER. Accordinse to CHERN, 
O'BRIEN said "Now look, I xerox a lot of things, just put 
them in a machine and take them out. How can you remember 
things that happened that lonr aro". CHERN went on to say - 
that she got the definite indication or messapfe that she was 
to forget what she had seen. She relayed this conversatior to 
SALLY HARMONY. She believes that HARMONY called O'BRIEN tt 
because a short time later, O'BRIEN called her back and told 


her to go up there and tell the truth. 


The next day, O'BRIEN called her and she told hir. 
what head hapnened. She stated that the committee wanted 
MAGRUDER's appointment book and that she did not have it *ut 
felt that it was at the Inaurural Committee. She said O'BMIEN. 
told her to hold on to it. lot feelin: certain about this 
statement, CheRN said she called MAGRUDER and MAGRUDER told her 
to take the book to the committee, which she did.

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Another frequent visitor to the Finance Comnittee 
was HERBERT KALMBACH.

She 
told LIDDY that she did not know how to use one and did not 
want 1t but LIDDY insisted that all she had to do was act 
like she knew how to use it and she would be able to frirhten 
anyone away. She advised that she never did accept a gun from 
LIDDY and added that she never saw LIDDY at the cormittee with

She stated that HARRY FLEMING and JEB MAGRUDER at 
one time were both described as Deputy Directors of the 
Campaien. At one time durine the campatien, MAGRUDER and JOHN 
MITCHELL wanted to fire FLEMING, however, to her knowledge, 
FLEMING threatened to "blow the whistle" and a decision 
was made by MAGRUDER to keep FLEMING on board but to place 
him in @ different position.
